Air Bombing Big Factor 


Those-casemates can hardly be rock- 


ed by shell fire as were the less deep- 
ly anchored Finnish pillboxes. But 
there are also pillboxes of the West- 
ern Front—outposts of the casemates. 
The Finns and Poles succumbed to 
air bombing that was nothing com- 
pared to the bombing Germany would 
try to give the Maginot Line.- Such 
bombing has already proven a de- 
moralizer of communications behind 
the front line and the best way to 
open the way for tanks -to get at 
ground troops and pillboxes. 


Germany has not only her 10 arm- 


ored tank divisions that over-ran Po- 
land, but many more vehicles, in- 
cluding a very heavy tank with tough 
armor. There are also flame-thrower 
tanks that fling a coaltar or benzine 
fluid which bursts into flame when 
it hits. This would silence guns by 
forcing gunners to close the pillbox 
ports through which they must fire. 
Whether pillbox ports only would be 
affected ro also the big casemates 
themselves, remains to be seen. Of 
course, many casemates could fall 
without the^ whole line breaking: and 
were it besieged, its mole garrison of 
mechanics in white jumpers has sup- 
plies for at least three months.

Attack 


Some say the only roaLway to break 


the Miiginot Line wide open is to 
blow up two sections of it and that, 
during the last seven .months, Ger- 
mans have been silently burrowing 
towards it underground. Surely a vast 


I undertaking, though not perhaps ut- 
terly beyond German industriousness. 


Should the Maginot Line once be 


conquered, behind it lies a second 
Maginot Line, built mostly in those 
same seven months. It is thinner 
than the first contains more pillboxes, 
and behind it is a series of heavily 
fortified French cities. 


Most important of all there are two 


armies; for the garrison of the main 
Maginot Line comprises only 300,000 
nen, all trained specialists. The great 
mass of French manpower is free 
to operate in open warfare as the 
finest maneuvering army in the world, 
brilliantly led and thoroughly train- 
ed. The British army in France, now 
approaching 500,000, is more spotty 
in training, but mechanized and mo- 
torized in equipment. It is said to 
have only four horses, the four horse- 
men being brass hats who need ex-" 
ercise, including Lord Gort and the 
Duke of Gloucester. 


British and French are ready for 


open warfare against the somewhat 
spottily trained Nazi infantry if the 
Maginot Line ever breaks. 


Price Would Be High One 


Can it be broken? For years I have 


been asking that qusetioh of men 
who should know. Only yesterday I 
asked a young officer, who lately 
has been in the line. He replied 'Ab- 
solutely not." But when I asked a 
general of outstanding judgement and 
experienced in breaking lines con- 
sidered impenetrable, he said, "Pro- 
bably the Nazis-can break the Mag- 
inot Line if (hey are willing to pay the 
puce in lives."

now Mrs. Samuel C. Lawrence, a 
member of the Charleston, W. Va., Girl 
Scout Council. "We began every meet- 
ing by reciting the Promise and the 
Laws. Then the badges we intended to 
work for were discussed and we did 
a little work to that end." 


After that the girls-played games, 


most often basketball. In those days 
it was a question of killing time by 
scouting, as opposed to the present- 
day problem of finding time for it. 


"The remarkable thing about Girl 


Scouting, however," said Mrs. Law- 
rence, "is that in 28 years the actual 
fundamentals of the movement have 
not changed.
